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Within the last two months, 
there have been at least five pe¬ 
titions to change exi.sting zoning 
on pa?cels of land in various 
areas of Agawam to liesidence 
A-3 zoning. The purpose of the 
new zoning would be to allow the 
construction of several new 
apartment complexes. At the pub¬ 
lic hearings held by the Planning 
Board, all of these proposals 
were overwhelmingly objected to 
by very large numbers of people 
in attendance. Most of the peo¬ 
ple present indicated that they 
did not feel that apartment 
growth on a large scale was at 


all healthy for the Town of A.ca- 
warn now’ or in the future. 

The town’s liabilities s-^ulting 
f)oin the construction *.1 all of 
these units is questionable. With 
many of the town’s sew'er lines 
already loaded to near maximu*# 
capacity, together w'ith the total 
inadequacy of the tawn'.^ water 
distribtuion system, leads one to 
w'onder what sort of financial tab 
the town wdU have to pick up in 
3'ears to come. The burden on 
our educational facilities will also 
increase, along with the necessity 
of additional police and fire pro¬ 
tection. The revenue for all of 
this must of course come fi*om 
property taxes. The fallacy that 
these apartments will bring high 
revenue to the town must he 
weighed against all of these fac¬ 
tors. The answer becomes obvious 
by using simi)le mathematics and 
common sense. They will i?i time 
become a liabilty. 

The new complexes which are 
proposed are by no means small 
in size. One development is to 
have at least 50 units, each one 
to consi.^t of 10 apartments 
2\'^ to 4 rooms in size, for a to¬ 
tal of 500 apartments. Many pros
